three days, viz: from Friday after- 
noon until Sunday morning. On Sun- 
day morning his human soul by His 
Divine power returned to his dead 
body and having re-united with it 
lifted it to life again.

Buns Are Eaten 


On Good Friday 
The King Ordered 


Bread. 


G 


OOD Friday is the day for hot cross buns. Jack and Evelyn knew- 


that, but when daddy said he would tell them why folks ate hot cross 
buns then they listened with eager eyes and ears. 


'•A good -rrhile ago in England there was a king named Henry. 


There had been seven kings of that name before him, so he" was the eiehth 
king of that name."' daddy began. 


"In some ways Henry was a good enough king. He began very well, but 


he wanted his own way in everything. Even a king if he tries to do what is 
right cannot dc what he wishes all the time. 


"Henry thought that he ought to be the head of the church and tell "all 
English clergymen what they should do. 


'•A good many of the clergymen and many of the people dad not like the 


idea. They did not think King Henry was a good enough roan to run the 
church, and the king put some of them in prison because they said so. 


"Sir Thomas More, one of the best and wisest men in England, was among 


these. Sir Thomas had once been one of the king's friends, but Henry became 
angry with him, as he did with any one who would not say that his way tvas 
always the right one. 


'•By and by Sir Thomas More was killed by the king's order, and all Eng- 


land was shocked and grieved. Many people said that no good could ever come 
to King- Henry after this evil deed. 


"And after King Henry had ordered the jailer in the Tower to end the life 


of Sir Thomas More the English people liked Henry even less than thev had 
before. 


"So Henry thought and thought until he hit upon a plan that be believed 


would make the people think him a kind and pious man. Perhaps he was a. 
little ashamed of his bad ways. 


"He gave orders that thousands of loaves of bread should be baked on 


Good Friday. On each loaf should be stamped a cross that all misfit remem- 
ber that it was on that day the Saviour died, and King Henry was to pay for 
all this bread. The loaves were to be given to the poor, of whom there were 
many in England in those days. 


"King Henry thought that this gift to the poor might make up for some of 


his own wicked doings and please the people who did not like him 


"For many years these loaves were baked and given away, 'soon people 


pot into the way of eating this bread with the cross upon it on Good Friday 
and after a time bakers made hot cross buns instead of the bread and sold 
them."

LEVEE BREAKS 


AT HICKMAN, KY. 


Hickman, Ky., April 6 —A high 


•wind caused the breaking of the gov- 
ernment levee several miles below 
Hickman, Ky., yesterday afternoon. 
Hickman itself is partially submerged 
and a majority of its citizens are ref- 
ugees in near-by towns. 
The break 


left hundreds of thousands of dollars 
damage in its wake. 
The levee protects the Reelfot lake 


district of Kentucky and Tennessee. 
It is believed that 150 square miles 
-will be inundated. This section is 
comparatively thickly populated and 
loss of life is expected. 


Grave apprehension is felt for the 


safety of farmers in remote sections 
of the sparsely settled country. T'na 
•water when it came tore a gap 60 
feet wide in the levee and the swirl- 
ing current is fast eating away the 


• earth work and widening the breach. 


The Reelfoot lake levee, as it is 


generally known, has been regarded 
as a dangerous point for a week, and 
strenuous efforts had been made to 
hold the flood.

Until yesterday afternoon when the 


•waves driven by a high wind began 
to beat against the 
banks it was 


thought the fight would be won. The 
battle was at its height at the end. 
When the collapse came the workers 
were compelled to flee for their Hves 
afoot, while others marooned beyond 
the break were reached in gasoline 
launches. 
The Reelfoot Basin is made up of 


small farming communities. A num- 
ber of the residents 
already had 


abandoned their homes, but others 
remained on their lands. When the 
crash came 
efforts 
were made to 


height of three teet above the levee 
and the water had got to the top of 
these. Men had made the most des- 
perate fight of their life, but when 
wind tore out these bags no power 
could stay the rush of water. 


Sheriff Coalder Johnson of Ful- 


ton county, who had been working 
on the levee for four days and ni£its 
made a rush to telephone when the 
levee broke to head off his men who 
had gone above and to give the alarm 
in Hickman. , He bad~-to wade back 
through water to his knees. 


As a precaution last night ten men 


with guns were stationed at po'nts 
where the city levee joins the govern- 
ment levee to see that 
no one cut 


the levee at that point. 


This levee runs from the Chicka- 


saw Bluff at Hickman to the ridge 
of high land upon which Tiptcnville 
is located.

through the lowlands, known as the 
Scatters of Reelfoot, above the mouth 
of Tiger Tall river.
